A Word to Warmers, 
We again call the attention of agriculturists 
throughout the Northwest to the necessity of 
exercising great care and attention to the work 
of harvesting, threshing and storing their new 
crops of Wheat. Much ofthe White Winter 
Wheat throughout the southera part of this 
State is “ chessy,” although in every other re- 
spect the Wheat may be prime. If it arrives 
in this city in that condition, or if it is mixed 
with oats, barley, or other substances it will be 
graded No. 2, and sell ten to twelve ecnts per 
bushel less than it would if it was clean. The 
same is true of Red Winter and Spring Wheat. 
The Board of Trade have established diferent 
grades of Wheat, so that the farmer who is 
careful of his crops will be daly rewarde:). 
Every farmer ought to blow and clean his Wheat 
before taking it to market, and be will find th.t 
he will be amply repaid for his trouble. 


Ths Price of Wheat. 

Good Standard Spring Wheat was yesterday 
sold in Chicago at 51 cents. Our farmers 
who are looking with so mach complaisance 
upon their bountiful crops,will receive the news 
with regret. But let us semind them that 
though prices must fall low, the wheat now in 
the market is an article far inferior to whet 
they have in their stackyards and bing,and that 
holders are anxious to get it off their bands be- 
fore the new crop begins to come in. But this 
low price for old wheat, even, is an indication 
not to be slighted, that our agricultural friends 
arb to be universally reminded that there is vo 
ſoreigu demand, and that low figures must rule 
at home.

COTTAGE GROVE,

The present week witnesses the first of a 
series of anniversaries each year, to de mote 
noteworthy perhaps, as the lapse of such pe 


of its sphere of usefulness, but néver to be 
franght with more interest than whep, for the 
first time, the friends of the noble enterprise 
whieh has the now permanent form of the Uni- 
versity of Chieago, at Hyde Park, assemble in 
anniversary exercises for 
thankfulness at the thus far completion of their 
labors. 

It has been achieved in @ period of unpar. 
alleled commercial depression and disaster, and 
the beautiful structure that now forms a strik- 
ing ornament of our southern suburbs, as its 


turrets rise above the tree-topa of Cottage 
Grové, is thus all the more creditable to the 
funders and festerers of the undertaking. 
It will be remembered that it owes its estab- 
lishment to the Baptist denomination of the 
Northwest, who coutrol—though they do nos 
exclusively comprise—the Board of Regents, 
but by whom it has pever been intended and 
pushed as a sectarian enterprise. Some two or 
three years since, the accepted offer of ten acres 
of land in Cottage Grove, five miles south of the 
Court House, by Hon. S. A. Douglas, fixed for 
that beautiful locality the site of the institution, 
than which none fiver could be found. It is 
near the Lake Shore, from which it is severed 
only by a noble grove of oaks, which extend 
westward from the lake at this point as far as 
the limit of the University grounds. It is con- 
nected with the city by what will be one of our 
finest thoroughfares—the “Bloomingdale Road' 
of Chicago—along which the hétse-cars, through 
the whole extent, are giving ease of access to 
the heart of our business, and still more nearly 
is it connected with Chieago by the city itself, 
whose countless homes are extending soutli- 
ward aud springing vp ia, around, and indeed far 
beyond Cottage Grove, once the Ultima Thule 
of suburban residence. This entire vicinity is 
already teeming with interest and attraction, 
and less than five years hence will ae it filled 
with pleasant homes. 
The opening exercises of the Commencement 
of the University took place at the First Baptist 
Baptist Church on Wednesday evening, as al- 
ready noticed in our last issue. The exercises 
of yesterday were especially in dedication of 
the new building, at Cottage Grove, where, at 
the hour of 11 A. M., a very numerous atten- 
dance of gentlemen aud ladies had found their 
way by the borse cars, by private cohveyance, | 
and by the adjaceut station of Illinois Central 
railroad, 
The first place of assembling’ was in the 
chapel of the University, a large room in the 
second story of the present structure—which 
may serve for the present the purposes of the 
University, but which never having been de- 
signed to hold its friends, completely failed to 
do so yesterday. The exercises were opened 
with prayer by Rev. Mr. Spencer, Rev. Presi- 
dent Burroughs presiding on the occasion. 
Then followed the able and interesting report 
of the Executive Committee, presented by Won. 
Jones, Reg., of this city, President of that Com- 
mittee. The report we present entire as fol- 
lows: 
REPORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTRE. 
It has been suggested, ladies and gentlemen, 
that as the President of the Execative Board of 
the Trustees who have had charge especiaily of 
this building, I shonld make some general state- 
ments respecting tue character and condition of 
this enterprise. I am very glad to see so goodly 
a company of my fellow citizens bere, that they | 
may see for themselves the character of the 
work in which we are engage We believe 
that the work will bear inspection, and if we 
wished to enlist the co-operation of our fellow 
citizens of the city generally, we are sure we 
could use no more likely means than to bring 
them to the beautiful grounds and let them see 
what we have already dove, and what we pro- 
e to do. What we have done is before you 
e believe you will all concede that the build- 
ing we are in, is a beautiful and imposing struc- 


ture. I believe all judges who have seen it have

In March of 1357, Hon. 8. A. Douglas made 
to the Rev. J. C. r a grant of the ten 
acres of ground on which the college is located, 
on condition that Mr. Burroughs should procure 
the o «nization of a board of trustees and the 
charter for a university, and in due time, trans- 
fer and grant to them. lu May following, a 
meeting of gentlemen was assembied in this 
city, aud after some time spent in deliberation, 
proceeded to visit the grounds together, accom- 
panied by Judge Douglas, who had the 
surveyed and staked out iu their presence. All! 
were deeply impressed with the beauty and 
eligibleness of the site, and on returuing to the 
city, voted unanimously, and with hearty 4 
ciation of the liberality of Judge Douglas, 
accept the grant and updertake to carry out 
provisions.

At the close of the address, after the applause. 
which followed it, and which indeed bad more 
than once interrupted it, had passed off, Rev. 
President Burroughs announced a collation 
spread in the dining hall of the University 
which should next receive the attention of the 
audience. ‘The ensuing bour or two were spent 
in such discussion; and seldom have we seen a 
more inviting field. The caterers for the ocea- 
sion did themselves infinite credit, and there 
| was an abundance well served, dnd as far as 
our supervision extended, well attended te. 

The same intermission was employed by the 
visitors in looking through the new building.— 
It is a fine structure in roek-faced Athens mar- 
ble, a style of finish, in our opinion, the best 
suited to bring out the soft and pleasing tints 
of this beautiful buiding stone which are cer- 
tainly weakeved if not lost under that higher 
finish which is more usual. Certainly, for 
public buildings, at least,one glance at the Uni- 
versity building, in comparison with the highly 
dressed style of finish elsewhere generally 
adopted, would, with many, at once decide the 
‘question ia favor of the former. The structare, 
as at present finished, is less than one-third of 
the prospective University buildings, which, 
when they stand completed will, in our opinion, 
be a dangerous if not triumphaut rival in point 
of superior and commanding beauty and fitness 
of design, of any of the structures of like clays 
in the country. The present building gives the 
extreme of the western wing, an edifice five 
stories high sixty-five feet deen by forty-five 
feet wide. Adjoining this on the 
tion of the centre of the future 
stories ia height. 

The general style is ornate, but not too bigb. 
ly so, and altogether appropriate to the charac- 
ter and purposes of the edifice. Within, the 
division of space strikes us as most happy end 
stitable for its destined uses. On the lower, or 
more properly the basement floor, are dining- 
hall, kitchen, laundry, and domestic offices of 
the building. The upper floors are given up to 
apartments for the accommodation of the in- 
structors and students, two large apartments 
being given to chapel and library purposes; 
these latter, we conceive, knowing such use only 
temporarily, as ultimately to be elsewhere loca- 
ted and more amply accommodated in that por- 
tion of the Iustitution yet to be built. We were 
particularly struck with the skill in designing, 
aod good taste in furnishing the students’ rooms, 
which ate made commodious, convenient, well 
ventilated, and handsomely furnished, some 
of them, This latter is the work of the ladies 
of our State, a work in which we bid them God 
speed. There is a fitness and wisdom im secur- 
ing thus for the hauuts of learning, and the 
homes of student life, the attractions which 
please the eye and elevate the taste, The cause 
of evil has long enough bad the monopoly of 
the beautiful, If a saloon is to be built, a gamb- 
ling hell, or a haunt of vice, the proprietors ap- 
preciate and covet the enticing effects of ele- 
gance of decoration and rich appointments. 
No less can these latter subserve, if sought 
within proper restrictions, the better purposes 
which underlie such enterprises as are to make 
student lif: at the Chicago University attractive 
as well as valuable. 

The table exercises having been concluded, 
and the audience being filled with good viands 
and good humor, an adjournment was had to 
the grove, where for two hours a feast of reason 
ruled the occasion.

REV. PROF. KENDRICK’S ADDRESS.
